Fur activist, fur 
official trade barbs 
over anti-fur campaign

Local reaction by furriers to the 
Humane Society of the United 
States (HSUS) Shame of Fur 
Campaign seems to be coming in 
the form of no action at all. 

Astrid Grow, manager of Lippon 
Furrier in Norfolk said: "We 
probably won't do anything," and 
Darrell Maloney, manager of Uie fur 
salon of Thalhimers in Military 
Circle Mall said: "We really don't 
have any kind of organized 
rc^nse." 

Lowenthal Furriers of Virginia 
BcjK^ referred all questions to Tom 
Riley of the Fur Retailers 
Information Council who said that 
furriers are instructed by the Justice 
Department of the U.S. not to 
confront or deal with animal 



activists. 

"Our greatest concern is that so 
much of what the animal rights 
groups say triggers emotions and 
violence," Riley said. "We've been 
warned at all cost to avoid 
confrontation." 

The HSUS campaign, which 
kicked off in early October, is the 
most expensive campaign ever 
conducted by the HSUS and is 
targeting the buyer and wearer of fur 
coats rather than the retailer. The 
goal, according to John W. Grandy, 
vice president of the HSUS in 
Washington, D.C. is "to bring 
home just what it means to wear a 
fur, it's cruel,"

School for one year before teaching 
speech communications at East 
Carolina University and Mt Olive 
College, where she also coached the 
debate team.

Hager taught at UVA for 2 1/2 
years before her husband lock a po- 
sition at Old D(Mnini(m University. 
Hager also taught at ODU in the 
speech communications department 

"I basically dealt with public 
speaking, debate and group com- 
munication," Hago- said. 

In 1973. Hager began "wcM-king 
on my doctorate." She also gave 
birth to a daughter, her M^ond 
child. Her son had been bom in 
1966 while living in Goklsboro. 

For ihrc« years, Hag^ commutied 
from her Kcmpsville home to the 
College of William and Mary,

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Coalition for homeless 
provides shelter 

t 

Hopelessness, as a prohlem, is not new to the City of 
Virginia Beach but it is only recently that their burgeoning 
numbers have brottght homeless people to the attention of the 
entire community. By early 1987, the organizations providing 
assistance to homeless people recognized that the problem was 
growing beyond available resources. An increasing number of 
individuals and families with children could find no overnight 
shelter in Virginia Beach. Many who were long-time residents 
of the City found themselves on the street, homeless due to an 
increase in their rent or a financial emergency which they sim- 
ply could not effort. 

In March of 1987, the Virginia Beach Coalition for the 
Homeless was formed. The Coalition, composed of numerous 
local religious institutions and private organizations, came to- 
gether for the purpose of assisting the homeless. The Coalition 
for the Homeless, working with City staff, identified many 
problems confronting residents of Virginia Beach. Limited re- 
sources, however, dictated the selection of the three most 
pressing issues: the need for emergency shelters, transitional 
housing and affordable permanent housing. 

The Coalition is aggressively seeking solutions to these 
problems and has been successful in obtaining funding to in- 
crease shelter bed capacity and to improve the quality of exist- 
ing shelters. City staff has provided the necessary technical 
assistance to various member groups of the Coalition to obtain 
this funding. The need to provide a permanent emergency 
shelter for individuals still must be addressed. 

Progress has al ;o been made toward achievement of the sec- 
ond goal. The Virginia Beach Community Development Cor- 
poration in conjur ction with the YWCA is currently developing 
four units of transitional housing in City-owned structures. 
City staff is also working with the Coalition to develop a pro- 
posal to obtain up to $2(X),000 in federal funds for transitional 
housing. 

The final goal identified by the Coalition is to provide low 
cost permanent housing. The City was recently commended 
for its effective use of Section 8 vouchers and was awarded 
additional vouchers. This is one of the primary methods of 
linking people with affordable housing. The City, through its 
exemplary housing counseling and homesharing programs, 
also directs individuals to available low cost housing and at- 
tempts to match individuals to share housing resources and 
costs. 

The other affordable housing vehicle available in Virginia 
Beach is the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
program. Funds from this program are used to replace or 
rehabilitate dilapidated housing for low-income individuals in 
targeted neighborhoods. The City also has used CDBG money 
to fund the Virginia Beach Community Development Corpora- 
tion (VBCDC). VBCDC birilds new houses, again to serve 
low-income families in targeted areas. A final effort to provide 
affordable housing are the activities of Rainbow Housing, Inc. 
This non-profit organization provides labor and materials to rc- 



tiabilitate houses for people who arc unable to care for their 
Dwn residence, due to ill health, low income or age. 

The recently completed Virginia Beach Human Services 
Strategic Plan also identified many of these key human service 
issues and recommends strategies to address those issues. The 
strategies reflect the overarching perspectives of preserving and 
strcngtiiening the family and promoting self-sufficiency among 
city residents. Assisting special groups to obtain housing, such 
as the low-income eldterly and disabled as well as female- 
headed families with children, is a particular mission detailed in 
the Plan which supports these strategies. 

Overall, the solution developed to address the homeless 
problem has been incremental, capitalizing on existing re- 
sources in the community and heavily reliant on state and fed- 
eral grants. Progress has been made toward fulfilling the 
Coalition's three housing goals but much remains to be accom- 
plished. The Coalition for the homeless, with technical assis- 
tance from City staff and, more importantiy, community sup- 
port will continue its efforts to provide emergency shelter, 
Tansitional housing and affordable permanent housing for Vir- 
ginia Beach residents.

A local newspaper accounrof the 
Citizens Action Coalition's Forum 
on the Lake Gaston Pipeline Refer- 
endum, correctly reported that those 
attending did not trust Norfolk. 
Not only do many not ffust Nor- 
folk, but many do not trust even 
our State Government and it wouU 
seem they have ample reason to be 
skeptical. 

Virginia Beach has been the 
stepchild of Virginia ever since they 
had the audacity to defy the estab- 
lishment and become an indepen- 
dent city 25 years ago. We don't 
have to look any farther than the 
expressway that connects Virginia 
Beach to Norfolk, the portion in 
Norfolk is federally funded but the 
portions of this same highway in 
Virginia Beach is a toll road on 
which the tolls will never come off. 
From elected schopi boards to tree 
prote6ti6n^ordinar?c6is arid impaclf 
fees the State has seen fit to ignore 
the wishes of the residents of this 
city. At the very best they seem to 
look on us as only a source of 
funds to use elsewhere. 

The residents of Virginia Beach 
are now committed to provide a 
source of water that will benefit the 
entire southeastern portion of the 
State because the State Government 
abdicated its responsibility to pro- 
vide water to the area! There is no 
doubt that if Virginia Beach had re- 
fused to build the pipeline the State 
Government would be forced to 
build it or face a total moratorium 
on all consu-uction in the area; 
something the bankers, developers 
and builders would not stand for. 
Can anyone believe Chesapeake's 
City Council would have approved 
R. G. Moore's project without the 
prospect of the Lake Gaston 
pipeline to solve their water crisis? 
The residents of Virginia Beach lost 
their opponunity to express their 
opposition to the project in the 
November and May elections when 
they voted to keep the same good 
old boys in power who have shown 
so liule concern for the burdens 
they are placing on the taxpayers of 
the city. 

If. as stated by the city, it can 
issue $200 million in utility bonds 
for the project without voter ap- 
proval, then the question on the 
upcoming referendum is no longer 
whether to build or not to build the 
pipeline but how to pay fm it. The 
use of double barrel bonds approved 



by the voters will without question 
result in a slightly lower interest 
paid on the bonds and thus reduce 
the overall cost of the project. 

There were however a number of 
questions dealing with how to get 
the most for our money and how to 
protect our investment after the 
project is completed which were left 
unanswered or only partially an- 
swered during the Coalition's Fo- 
rum. 

First of all, can and will the city 
issue utility revenue bonds for the 
imject if the referendum is defeated? 

The project was to have cost 
$175 million as recently as three 
years ago when, then City Man- 
ager, Tom Muehlenbeck announced 
that instead of a referendum the city 
would seek alternative funding, 
possibly State backed bonds, for the 
pipeline. (Va. Beach Beacon, Vol. 
24.No. 11 25/26 July 1985). Ap- 
parently nothing came of this 
search or maybe the State wouldn't 
give the city even this much help. 



5ince then, Chesapeake has 
agreed to pay l/6th the cost or $30 
million, reducing our share to $145 
million. How then has the cost 
skyrocketed 37% or $65 million in 
3 years? Inflation alone can not 
explain this drastic increase. Were 
the estimates too low or are addi- 
tional costs being added for frills, 
overhead or early completion dates? 
Chesapeake's l/6th share now be- 
comes $40 million. Are they go- 
ing to chip in the additional $10 
million? 

What is the expected interest rate 
to be paid on the bonds and what 
will be the total payback cost? In 
other words, what will be the com- 
pleted cost of the project including 
interest on the bonds. This figure 
must be available for it is the base 
on which our increased water rates 
h^ to be calculated. 

When water connection impact 
fees woe implemented, then Mayor 
now Councilman, Harold 
Heischober promised the public that 
the impact fees would pay for half 
of the cost of the Lake Gaston 
pipeline. Since then the impact 
fees have been lowered, the cost of 
the project has gone up and the 
number of homes being consuiicted 
is going down. Will the impact 
fees still pay for half of the project? 

Impact fees have been collected 
for quite some time and water rates 
have also been increased to pay for 



the pipeline. The public needs to 
know how much has been collected 
so far and how much has been 
placed in an interest bearing escrow 
account. Will this amount, so far 
collected, also be needed, increasing 
still more the total cost or will it 
reduce the $200 million needed to 
be borrowed? 

Are the impact fees, rate in- 
creases and the $200 million to be 
borrowed, going to be used exclu- 
sively for the Lake Gaston pipeline 
or will they go into a general util- 
ity fund to be used for several and 
sundry utility projects? This is 
very important for several reasons 
and the public should be fully in- 
formed. 



Will the $200 million bonds be 
rolled over, re-issued for other pro- 
jects as they arc paid off? In other 
words will diis"^ $200 miffibn be- *" 
come, as other referendums. an au- 
thorized $200 million increase in 
the city's debt without its ever be- 
ing paid off? The people need to 
know what they are taking on. 

What will be the basis for 
charges by Norfolk for the treat- 
ment of the water for us from the 
pipeline? Will we be paying for 
the consuoiction of tfeatment facili- 
ties, storage facilities etc. over 
which the city will never have 
ownership? Do alternate plans ex- 
ist for construction of alternate 
u-eaunent and storage facilities in 
Virginia Beach? 

What is to prevent the State from 
taking over the pipeline at a later 
date after Virginia Beach has fought 
the long costiy legal battles and 

paid the high cost of extensive re- 
search and interest on the bonds? 
obviously;usly nothing, for the 
State is sovereign and can do just 
about anything it pleases! But has 
anyone asked the Governor, our lo- 
cal legislators and the legislators 
from other cities in the area (which 
will benefit by the bonanza of am- 
ple water supplies) for a written 
statement that they will oppose any 
such action? It's not much, but it 
will at least show that to some ex- 
tent the State recognizes in all fair- 
ness the commiunents and sacri- 
fices made by the taxjayers of this 
city. 

Again, has anyone sought simi- 
lar assurances for support against an 
inter-basin transfer fee. such as the 
bill inu-oduccd by Del. Parker

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City studying 
food and water 
quality control

Projects recommended in the 
Stormwater Management Study 
would cost $17.6 million. Cost 
savings realized from changes in or 
deletions of projects already in the 
Capital Improvement Plan, how- 
ever, would leave the additional cost 
at $2 million. 

Consultants presented the 
$742,000 study, expected to be- 
come the city's Stormwater Man- 
agement Master Plan, at a City 
Council work session Monday af- 
ternoon. The study was begun in 
May of 1986 and addresses present 
and future needs for flood and water 
quality control. The Comprehen- 
sive Land Use Plan was used as a 
guide in anticipating future growth. 

The report, prepared by Camp 
Dresser & McKee, consultants from 
Annandale, also recommends that 
the city take over maintenance of 
drainage which is now sometimes 
left to private property owners. 
John P. Hartigan of Camp Dresser 
& McKee. consultants from An- 
nandale. also said that experience in 
the Southeast indicates that turning 
over maintenance to property own- 
ers or homeowners associations is 
not effective. It's better, he said, 
for the city to take over mainte- 
nance. 



Options for financing stormwat^ 
management presented in the sbidy 
include offsitc pro-rata share of best 
management practices (BMP) by 
the developer for future develop- 
ment and capital costs only or 
treating drainage as a utility similar 
to other utilities such as water, 
sewer and gas.

Moss also said that the study 
cannot overlook the development of 
1500 acres of houses in the Stumpy 



Lake of Chesapeake which adjoins 
Virginia Beach. Just last week the 
Chesapeake City Council rezoned 
691 acres from agricultural to resi- 
dential use. The developer, R. G. 
Moore, plans to develop 1096 units 
on the property. Another applica- 
tion has been filed in Chesapeake 
for another large development in the 
area. 



Hartigan said that the consultants 
accounted for Chesapeake runoffs 
and tried to project future uses, but 
that if the density changes, the 
runoffs would need to be monitored. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that taxing people, such as those in 
his borough of Blackwater, who do 
not benefit is unfair. He said that 
the rural areas will suffer from what 
is done in the urban areas and they 
are "not going to benefit one bit" 

Moss said that everybody would 
benefit from improved water qual- 
ity. 

Baum also asked how a plan fm 
future maintenance would be set up. 

The focus of the plan was on 
drainage upstream from tidal flood- 
ing areas. 

The study recommends 30 sb'uc- 
tural alternatives. It also recom- 
mends changes in five CIP projects 
which are presently undersized. The 
net savings would come to $7.2 
million. Additional cost savings 
would result form the elimination 
of the Redwing Lake channelization 
project, $1 million, and using 
preservation of floodplain storage in 
lieu of upsu^am detention stcnage 
in Princess Anne B<vough, $5 mil- 
lion.

The Special Services Division of the Virginia Beach Public Library is a 
subregional library for the blind and physically handicj^ped, serving Vir- 
ginia Beach, Norfolk, Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suffolk, and Franklin; 
Accomac. Isle of Wight. Northampton and Southampton Counties. 

This division offers the same services to the handicapped that a regular 
library furnishes for non-handicapped r^idents. It provides a wide range of 
library resources and equipment for eligible mail service and walk-in pa- 
trons: Talking books and magazines rccor(ted on discs or cassette tape (and 
the equipment on which to play than); large imnt books; braille materials; 
magnifiers; Kurzweil reading machine U^aining; Optacon assistance; 
Versabraille (computer) and manual braille transcribing; reference materials; 
a braille course; TDD (telecommunications device for deaf); Tellatouch (to 
communicate with a deaf-blind person). 

During the past year, this library division circulated 28,370 recorded 
books, 23.025 large print books and 1.076 braille materials to 1,200 
handicapped individuals. Special fwmat books and equipment have been 
provided on loan to 78 nursing homes, convalescent centers, residential 
complexes for handicapped/elderly, and to schools for use of visually im- 
paired children. 

In order to fulfill the commitment of the library to the provision of 
equal access for the handicapped to municipal documents and local 
information, this division maintains a very active braille transcribing pro- 
gram. For the past three years, the Virginia Beach City Council agenda

has been reproduced in braille and mailed to blind residents on a weekly 
basis. Other items brailled and/or tape recorded include 
City/Consumer/Emergency/Safety Bulletins (i.e. Hurricanes, Fire Safety, 
High Blood Pressure, public utility information, etc.); programs for Parks 
and recreation and othCT city-sponsored events; study guides/course outlines 
and many other items. 

Many of these projects and additional services have been made possible 
only due to the many hours that very dedicated volunteers have devoted to 
assisting our blind staff members in braille transcribing, tape recording and 
in daily circulation activities. I began my public service career as a volun- 
teer (former member and chairperson of the Library Department Volunteer 
Program is a priceless treasure.

School Board trying to reduce school overcrowding

Tlje Virginia Beach City Public Schools have 2319 more students en- 
rolled this year. This brings the total number of enrolled students to 
67 426 and is a 3.5 percent increase over last year. Nearly all of the m- 
crease in enrollment came in the elementary schools. But, adding over 
2,000 sttideirts to the school rolls does not prove that the vanous schools 
in Virginia Beach are overcrowded. Overcrowding becomes apparent when 
you compare the rate (Jiipacity of the schools to the actual number of stu- 
dents in the schools. 

For example, Virginia Beach has seven high schools. Four of the seven 
are over capacity. Green Run High School is 1,000 students over capacity 
and Kellam is 500 students over capacity. When Salem High opens, 
hopefully, a great deal of the overcrowding in these two schools will be 
alleviated, but what a price these students and teachers are paymg in the 
meantime. There are 19 portables crammed behind Green Run. Meals 
start being served at 10:30 in the morning and continue until 2 p.m. If it 
were not for the "can do" attitude of the faculty and student body, Green 
Run High School would be in complete chaos. No teacher or administra- 
tor will look you in the eye and say that students' educational opportunity 
or the overall educational program is as good in an overcrowded school as 
it is in a school that does not exceed its rated capacity. 

Overcrowding is taking place in our junior high schools, too. Five out 
of nine junior high schools are overcrowded, with Plaza and Princess Anne 
Junior Highs leading the pack. What do you get when you put too many

early teenagers in a junior high school? Trouble with a capital T. There 
are more discipline problems and they are more severe. Both teachers and 
students are stressed and the flexibility in the educational program is very 
limited. Teachers are forced to float from room to room during the day and 
just can't do as good a job teaching as they can when they arc assigned to 
one room each day. Laboratory and hands on courses are taxed to the max- 
imum. 

All secondary schools went to a fifty minute lunch for students several 
years ago in order to free up classrooms. The down side of this move was 
more discipline problems with students and less productive use of the stu- 
dent day. Administrators know that it only takes kids a few minutes to eat 
their lunch and that Uiey now have too many minutes of free time to get in 
urouble, but that was the decision that was made in order to accommodate 
overcrowding. Or, maybe to avoid coming to grips with overcrowding. 

Over half of the 47 elementary schools in Virginia Beach are over- 
crowded as well. And if you factor in the schools that have special educa- 
tion classes with a smaller number of students in these classes, even more

Preservation movement had much work to do in Virginia

The historical preservation movement had its beginnings in Virginia, 
but not in the city of Virginia Beach, though we boast the landmarks of 
the nation's beginnings. 

The Commonwealth of Virginia preceded most states and the federal 
government in the efforts to jwesove our unique and priceless historical re- 
sources. But of course Virginia has more history to save than most states 
put together. We also have more to lose. 

The centennial events commemorating the Declaration of Independence, 
1876, the Victory at Yorictown, 1881, and the signing of the Constitution, 
1887, focused attention on the nation's histtMy and heritage. People were 
suddenly aware that they had neglected many of the buildings, sites and 
objects significant to our Ammcan culture. 

In a sense, it was preparation for a centennial event that started the his- 
torical preservation movement in America. Concern over saving Mt. Ver- 
non for the 100th anniversary of Washington's inauguration as president in 
1889 brought about the formation of our oldest preservation group - 
Mount Vernon Ladies Association. 

In 1853, John Augustine Washington, Jr., the last private owner of 
Mount Vernon, had offwed to sell Mount Vernon to the federal government 
or to the state of Virginia. When neithw Congress nor Virginia's General 
Assembly would buy the historic estate, Ann Pamela Cunningham of 
South Carolina organized the Association, which, with the help of many 
Virginia ladies, raised the $200,000 needed to save the ground and build-

ings in time for the centennial event 

In 1889, the Association for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities 
(APVA) was formed to retain the landmarks associated with famous per- 
sonages and events in the Commonwealth. Today, the APVA owns and 
maintains over forty historical properties and has a library of 5,000 vol- 
umes on decorative arts, architecture, history, archaeology and restoration 
technology. 

James A. Wright, a retired Navy Captain and resident of our city, is di- 
rector of the Southeastern Branch of the APVA. This branch encompasses 
Hampton. Newpwt News, Norfolk. Portsmouth, Chesapeake and Virginia 
Beach. He reminded me that two of the APVA properties, the Lynnhaven 
House and the old Lighthouse, are located in Virginia Beach and may be 
the focus <rf their own centennial celebration in May of 1989. 

A movement which has started as an effort to save a single historical 
landmark moved into a brand new concept when John D. Rockefeller 
funded the Colonial Williamsburg Foundation in the 1920'^. Williams-

City can't house all the poor people 



The Planning Commission and 
the City Council are looking for a 
way to prevent the Board of Zoning 
Appeals (BZA) from undermining 
its Comprehensive Zoning Ordi- 
nance. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said recently that the BZA is con- 
sidering 13 variances, all from 
Christopher Farms, with requested 
variances up to nine and ten feet. 

McClanan said that this is 
something Council needs to discuss 
instead of writing letters. There's 
no way a street can be redesigned 
aftn it is completed. 

Tlic variances present a problem 



when resitfents later want to put in 
swimming pools and other addi- 
tions and find the lots are not ade- 
quate. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that the Planning Commission 
will have a recommendation by 
November on use pomit rezoning. 
She said that the city can make a 
zoning ordinance "as good as we 
can but when the variance process 
is there . . . it's a problem." 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that he would have a brief- 
ing m the subj«;t on Monday, Oct.

Like other communities, Vir- 
ginia Beach does not have enough 
money to improve the housing 
conditions of all its poor people. 
But Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said recently that she hopes the day 
will come soon when low-income 
residents all over the city will share 
in the funds that have be«i avail- 
able in the past only to target areas. 

The issue came up during a dis- 
cussion of a small award, $6,609, 
for emergency home repairs fwm 
the Virginia Housing I^otnership 
Fund. The funds must be matched 
100 percent by i»ivate. federal, in- 
dividual or local funds w by contri- 
butions of labor m materials. 

Councilman John L. Perry said 
that he wanted to be sure that the 
money went to the target neighbor- 
hoods, that is, low-iiKmne neigh- 
borhoods designated to received 
Community Development fund as- 
sistance. Low-income families 
scattered throughout the city are not 
eligible to receive community de- 
velopment funds. 

Under the prqwsal by ite City 
Department of HcMising and C«n- 
munity Development, the home re- 
pairs grant would be used in the 



target neighb<MlKXxls and Commu- 
nity Develc^ment funds would be 
used to match them. 

However, said Maryann I. 
Ustick, community development 
director, to avoid sending the 
money back if there isn't sufficient 
demand from target areas, the pro- 
posal would allow any remaining 
fimds to be used outside the target 
areas with the matching funds pro- 
vided by the low-income home- 
owno-, private monetary donations 
w donations of labor and materials. 

Henley said that her greatest de- 
sire is that repairs be made in the 
target neighborhoods. She added 
that tlw focus of aid has been lim- 
ited to t^et neighborhoods. 

"We have a lot of poor people in 
(Mh» parts of the city, especially in 
the rural areas," Henley said. 

She said thai was one reason she 
^pyei working with the Rainbow 
CcHdition which assists the poor 

but does not get fiinds from any 
government entity. 

H^iley said die finds it difficult 
to eamaik aU the money received 
by die city to target areas to the 
e«l^mi (rf odm- areas where peo- 
ple have equal and sometimes 



greater needs, the san^ income lev- 
els and the same backgrounds. 

Perry said he just wanted to make 
sure the money wasn't going to be 
used on administration. 

"We waste so much mcmey on 
administration instead of giving the 
money where it shcHild be used. 
When it takes 12 years to do Seat- 
ack (with Community Develop- 
ment funds) son^thing is wrong." 

Council a[q)roved the (xdinance 
accepting the $6,1509 and also 
adopied an ordinance transferring 
$24,534 to fund 12- Year Commu- 
nity DevelqMnent Block Grant ad- 
ministrative funds cost. The costs 
are $82,665 while the allocation 
previously qjproved was $58,131. 

Ustick said that the funds would 
be transferred from the contii^eacy 
fund and would not jec^nrdize any 
project She said thtt in ompari- 
son with other cities. Virginia 
Beach does fairly w^l, ^pending 14 
to 18 pocent of the lNM%et on ad- 
ministrative co^ Ste said that the 
fednal govermnent permits ss much 
as 20 p^cent (m administrative 
costs. 



London Bridge 
Road may not 
be improved 

Recommendations made just last 
winter concerning London Bridge 
Road were fine then, but, said 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
things are different now. 

McClanan told Council recently 
that the "saga of events" have oc- 
curred in the area which may make 
Council want to review plans for 
improving the road. Since the 
public hearing last winter, she said, 
Taylor ans White farms jnoperties 
have come into the development 

picture and will impact the road 
which already is giving residents 
concern, she said. 

She added that City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. reported that 
the study of the road in relatiwi U) 
the Taylor/White properties has 
been delayed. At some point, die 
said, some of the other Council 
members will be getting some 
questions about the delay.

In additk>n, Ihe commonu critical of Ihe ptaintiff by throe feUow nwmben of eooncfl 
were not published honeilly and in good faith because In their compedlion and hi Uidr oonteal Ibay 
imply that they hod been made ipontaneoutly and vohuiurily, when they were actuaUy toUdted by 
the defendanu through faltc and mblMding rcpretentationt of Ihe facta to tiw eommoating coundl 
mcmbcn, and, bi truth, defcndanu were involved in mdknudy manufacturii^ and iabricatin| so- 
called 'news' and not objectively, imparttally, accurately and in good Caitii reporting tiw Iruth.

Tliis cartoon is a continuation and rcpublKatkm of dcfendanu' relentleai pubUcalioo of fake, 
miskuKling, libctous and malicious material regarding Ute plaintiff in that the caitooa ii entkeiy 
bMcd upon the false tutcmenu and artfcic* heretofore dcscrOMsd and publishod by defendants. 
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3Z As another snecific incident, on or about March 22, 1987, defendants, notwhhstanding 
the altegaiwns set forth in paragraphs 27 and 28 above, planned, published and cuculalcd a 
defamatory editorial wriltc ii by one Kerry W. Sipc, republishing the defamatory aMegatkms described 
above regarding the plaintifT with actual knowledge that they were fake, inasmuch as Bany 
personally and at an ofTiccr of Undmark knew them to be fake, and recklessly dkrcgardcd whether 
they were true or noL At such, the editorial was published with actual malice.

Jones had appointed himself chairman of a committee studying a new $6 milHon 
court buiWing requested by city judges white the judges were consklcring him tat 
a lucrative courthoiac job. Jones flatly refused to Ulk to reporters about the 
apparent conflict. 

The allegations contained in the above paragraph arc factually fake because the tequcit Cor an 

appointment as Commksi>>ncr of AccounU and serving as chair of the committee studying a new $6 

ffliUkm Juvenik; Court facUiiy had nothing whatsoever to do with each other and defendanU had 
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puMkhed no fact upon which one coukl truthfull/and accurately conclude there was a connoetion. 
The allegalwn k ako factually fake in slating that the pUintiff flatly refuted to talk to reporten 
about ihk apparent conflict of interests. Because the entire editorial picks up thk initial fake 
paragraph, tendering it as the theme of the piece, the entire editorial k biKxl on fake and malickwi 
lUtemenU rendered by i he dcfendanu thcmschics agaimt the plaintiff, which lUtemenU Bany and 
Landmark knew to be lake. 

34. Further, by comparing the plaintiff with olhcrt in factually diflfercnl ekcumstaneci, 

including one high oflfcUl convicted of a fckmy, the editorial fakely implies, infers and insinuatea 

guUt by associaikM on the part of the plaintirC A* an exampte of thk type of judging the plaintiiT 

guUty of wrongdoing by being aitociatcd with those of known guilt, the artfcfcs further suted: 

It's a favorite ptoy of public ofliciak who arc asked qucstkins they cannot 
or will MM answer to tiy to divert attention to the questkmer and, therefore, away 
from themteWcs. If the press can be portrayed as hoatite, petty and jjwcwj'f*' 
perhaps public sympathy will swing in the otncUl's favor. Some public (rfTwak 
(former Vke President Spiro T. Agnew springs to mind, but there are several 
contemporaiy examptes) arc masters of that time-honored technique of political 
self-preservation. 

But the truth about public ofliciak k loo important to be deckled by a dud 
of petsonaUlics. We'd all have a better understanding of the news if aMMe 
ncwspa>pte had the ability to ask lough, probing qucstkws without implyiiig a 
whine or a smirk, and if more public ofTiciak k»med to answer Ihoac questnnt 
rather Uun skkstcp them. 

By iU tcnas and their natural meaning the editorial rcquucd the reader to ooodudc that the phtatiff 

wtt guilty of wrongdoing and the commkswn of crimes, at set out above, unworthy of reelect, and 

lacking in the inu^rity and acdibiUty expected of the Mayor, a member of Coundl and/o^a aacmber 

in good standing of the Bar. and thus that the plainUtf mutt be unfit to tctvc in suph cepicitia or

38. The foregoing words were uttered and publkhcd by Barry knowing them lo be fake, 
dctamatoty bqc k and insulting, and were made wiih willful and actual malice in order lo impugn 
the pUintifTs inlegrily, credibility, character and motives and to question publicly hk fllncss to 
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pradkc hk ptofcsskm as a member of the Bar, a* >w:U as hk fitnctt to tcrvc or continue to serve 
at a publk offlcial.

39. The implkit encouragement of defamatory publicalkins regarding ihc plainlilT given in 
the foregoing utterance by Barry became Unlamouni lo bindmark'i policy, having been artkulalcd 
by iU president and the publkhcr of iU newspapers, who was known to be a licensed altorncy at law 
and thw specially knowtedgeabk: in regard to the legal righu of individuak to be secure in their 
repuutkm. Thk sutement of policy opened the way for and caused new and additkmal fake, 
mkkading and ^famatory publicaluns by the dcfendanu in regard to the plainlifl' at detcribed 
bckw whkh wike ako made with actual malice. On information and bclkf, Ihete malcriak were 
peraooally encouraged and approved by Barry prior to their publkation. 

40. On Saturday, Fcbruaiy 20, 1988, the dcfendanu continued, renewed and repeated thek 
fake, mkksading and defamatory characterizalkNU of the plainliff, and, in esicnce, conducted a 
toUlly oontiolkd and malkk>us publk trial by the press based cnlircly on unaccountably unnamed 
aoorcci, by prominently publkhing as the front page lead ttoiy of the combined Virtini''n-rilql PIWl 
Ledfcr-Star an artkks by Undmark staff writer Marc Davk, with the fake and mkteading headline 
•Joaa sought to iwap ctout for job, letter sayfc' (A copy of the artick k attached at Exhibit Itt) 
The article knowingly, fakely and rcckkatly unplied, insinuated and tiated that Ihc plaintiff had toM 
five Virginia Beach Ciieuit Court judget that hk support for a new couru complex they desired 
hinged 00 their appointment of him to a lucraUve court job, thereby implying, intinuating and tUling 
that the plaintiff had acted improperly and wrongfully and committed crimes of moral turpitude for 
whkh he shouU be prosecuted; that he had con^upi motives and lacked the degree of integrity 
raquuod to make him Dt to serve as Mayor or as a Qty Council member, or to practice hk 
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prxifeaskM as a member of the Bar, and Ihat dkbarmcnt proceedings shouU be commenced against 

him. 

41. In particular, the aforesaid artick fakely reported and insinuated that the plaintiff had 
approached Ave Circuit Court judges regarding an appoinlnwnt as a Commksioner of AccounU and 
toU them hk support for a new couru complex for them hinged on hk receiving the appointment. 
Such an outlandkh and startling allcgalnn k utterly fake in that the plainlifl never tokl or 
prcsonted any Oreuit Court judge, let atone five of them, with such a propotitton. Dcfendanu 
knew the all^atwn to be fake and/or recklessly failed to determine the truth thereof. 

4Z Tlic artkk; fakely reported and stated that a confldential tetter to the plalnlifTt 
attorney from the oflice of the Altorncy General of Virginia let forth the altegation and dcfendanu 
died it M expicttly tuting at much. Spcciflcally, the artkk reported that the tetter tutcd that the 
plaintiff tokl Gicuit Court judges last year that hk tupport . . . hinged on their appointment of him 
to a lucrative court job." In truth, the dcfendanu dkl not know what the confldential teller tUled 
and their report k recktess, vindklivc, fake, mkkading and sclf-terving in regard to their manifest 
cOorU lo defame the plaintifl' and constitutes irtctpoosibk, ddibcrate, malkknis, spiteful, willful. 
WMlon and conscious dkregaid of the truth. 

43. The aforesaki artkk ako fakely andAw rcckkssly stated that infornuinn in Ihc tetter 
from the ofTicc of the sute's Attorney General contradicted sworn suiemenu made by the plainlifl; 
and the captkm under the from page pklure of the plaintiff states *Sworn statemcnu contradktcd', 
fakely inferring, implying and suting that the plainliff had comfflitlcd two or more counU of the 
fekNUOus aimc of perjuiy. 

44. The foUowing underlined porlkMt of Uw artkk were fake, mkkading, made recktestly 

witli actual nulicc, and defamatory ii££ |£ coDCcmiiii Ihc pbumiO; and because of these fake and 
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mkkading suicmcnu the entire artkk k misleading, fake, malktous and defamatory c£i {£ 

cooeeming the plaintifl indivklually, as a member of the Bar and as a publk official.

46i Such sutcmcnts, publkhcd by the dr^cndanU, were a continuatkNi and tcpctitua of 
iU icckkit, maUckHK, fake, mkkadmg and defamatoiy publkatkNit detigned to malign aad attack 
the credibility and integrity of the plainlifl by undermining hk good name and repuUtnn, hokling 
bua up to pubUc ridkuk at an unfit person lo serve in puUk office or practke hk profctskm, and

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crimmal mkconduct. (Allachcd as Exhibil 11.) On the same day ihal ihe teller was publkhcd, 
homrvcr, dcfendanu counlerallacked by running in Jhe Vlri;inian-Pilol a front page second section 
artkk by stafl writer Marc Davk (attached as Exhibil 12) in which llicy republished Ihc dcfamallons 
of February 20. 1988, restating thai a teller from the slalc Attorney General's odicc said that the 
platotifl loUl Circuit Court judges Ihal his support of a new courts complex hinged on Ihcir 
appoinling him as a llximmissioner of AccounU. Further. Ucspiic rcjieaied cflorU by Ihe plaiiuirt 
to make ctear that ihe committee he headed dealt only wilh the Juvenile Court buikling, and had 
nothing to do wilh Circuit Court judges or wilh Circuit Court facilities, the atlicte carried forward 
dcfendanu' deliberate effort lo confuse the public's undersl.tnding of ihe truth by ignoring and 
glossing over thk crucial dktinclion, as well as dcfendanu' own earlier publications described in 
ExhibiU 3, 4 and 5, and frustrate and overwhelm the repealed efl'oru by the plaintiff lo state and 
explain the truth, and fakely and maliciously implied and insinuated that the plaintiff tried to use 
politkal influence to gel the Ci>mmissioner of Accounts job.

1988. defemlanu. in 

the kad editorial m -n.- Viri^inian-Pilo i nn,l Tho lrd..cr-Sl.-.r. republkhed ihc defamatory matter 

aforesaid by citing their earlter faUc report of February 20. 1988. mistakenly staling that the plaintiff 

had asked the city's judges for a lucrative job at the same time be headed a commillec studying a 

new court comptex which was desired by Ihe judges, which allegation was known by the dcfendanu 

to be fake, and which conlradtelcd their own previously publkhcd reporu (sec ExhibiU 3, 4, and 

5) and plaintifl's express dcniaU set forth in plainlifl-s previous lawsuit. (The editorial k attached 

as Exhibit 14.) Further, the editorial falsely implied, insinuated and staled as fact that the teller 

fn>m the sUtc's Attoniey General's office, mentioned above, said lhat the plaintiff told Qrcuit Court 

judges lhat hk support for Ihc couru complex hinged on hk appoinlmenl to the Commksfoncr of 

Accounu job. Such republication of fake and defamalory information was made with actual maike 

to that it was made either wilh knowledge that it was not inic or with recktess dkrcgard of whether 

it was irue or not and was based entirely on the dcfendanu' own previously published faUchoods. 

By the common understanding and usage of iU words the editorial falsely implied, insinuated, and 

suted lhat by refuswg lo dkckMC Ihe confidcnlial teller to hk attorney from the oflkc of the slate's 

Attorney General, the plainlifl was guilly of the wrongdoing altegcd by the dcfendanu and thus he 

was unfit to hoU publk oflkc or to pradkc hk profession as a member of tlic Bar. As such the 

editorial was defamatory fSL SS-

51. In a last-ditch effort to defend and rehabililalc hk honor and repuUtion for mtcgrily 
and credibility and make the truth availabte lo tlie publk over against the massive and powerful 
fakificatkins of the dcfendanu, the plainlifl wrote a second letter lo the editor of Thg Vir g injari: 
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tM whkh was publkhcd on March I, 198a (Allachcd as Exhibit 15.) In the tetter the plainliff 
objected to the unfairmas and lock of good faith of dcfendanu' malkious publicatk)ns and their use 
of several unnamed persons as the source for the conclusion that Ihc plaintiff was guilly of 
improper, iltegal and criminal mkconduct. The plainlifl-s teller requested a relraction of ihesc ca 
IS libetous storks about him togclhcr with a request for a publk apokigy if dcfendanu could not 
catabikh the altegcd mkconduct through an objective, thorough, fair, unbiased and accurate 
treatment of all the facu that would bear on the Iruth, including the newsworthy namtog of the 

unidentified sources. 

52. Dcfendanu, however, have never corrected or retracted Ihk defamalory publicalran, 
or any other, regarding the plainlifl. cither to whote or in part. and. indeed, have instead repeatedly 
republkhed Ihcir false, mkteading. and malkkus character assassinalioiij of the plaintiff with uiter. 
consctous, intcnltonal and vindictive dkregard for Ihc truth, and with an unretenling dctcrminatwn 
continuing over a tong period of lime lo injure the plainlifPs gcxxl name and reputation. bcUcvmg 
that tufllctent rcpclilten and republkatkm will cause the public lo bclteve Ihcir fakchoods are Uue 
and that the plaintiffs swlcmcnU of the truth are fake. Thus, mn only have the dcfendanu taikd 
to apotogize for even one word of the sundry fake and malktous publkaltens regarding the plainUO. 
dcspilc abundant cause and opportunity lo reassess their failure lo sUtc the truth, but they have 
faited to reasonably, thoroughly and objectively invcsligalc the claims of the plamlifl to order lo 
dkcover the tnith and have rejected or ignored all ihe facu and cxpLinalions candidly set forth by 
the plainliff to correct their bias, prejudkc. and malice against him. Consequently, the dcfcndanU' 
have, wilh actual malice, fakdy matotained the truth of t he i r dc f a nwi o fy publitaUoiU rcgijdiBg the 
platotifl and hcW him up fakely to public amlcmpl and ridicute lo the damage of hk good name 
and reputation.

Notwiihuandini, dcfcmlanu never retracted or corroctod their 
report, leaving the emnoooa fanpictikM that it had been Inie and accurate and that iu d c f ama tta a 
of Ihe plalniUr had the tupport of the Oovemor't office. 

37. On Jaly 22, 1968, ihc defendanu puUkhed and drculalod an article in The Lcdtcr- 
SUi which wai in tubalan x Ihe lame article ai had been publkhcd Ihat OKimini ki The Vlrfinian- 
PBoL The article appeitvd on the Croni pa|e of the local new* lectioo under Ihe foUowini 
prooMieni headline: 

Jonei' appointateMi cone under Ota 
In iu oonicH theie wordt imply fakely that Ihe plainiilT had been crilicizod by the governor^ ofDoe 
far unlawful Cnwitkai and that il waa eonleaiplalini 'ihrowin( out* tuch appoininenU for Ihat 
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reiaan. Such implication and intended iwinualion waa fake, waa known te be fake, and wai Made 
wMi actual malice in Ihat the dcfcndanu knew tuch report wai not Uue or wai made in rocklem 
dkrepid of whether it waa true or not.

Batflci qucitiooi 
Jonei' appoinimcnu.* (A copy of Ihe article k attached at Exhibit 17.) In truth, the Governor 
never quolioncd Ibc plainlilTt appointmcnU and, in hk only action relative te Ihc appoinlmcnU, 
on July 29th, appiDvod and ocrtiTicd them at being in conformance with all legal requircmcnU. 
Ncvcrthckaa, Ihc article fakdy infcn, implio and intinualct that Ihc plainlilT cxcrciicd wrongful and 
unlawful bim by replacing three of Ihe council mcmbcn with TBA mcnbera. Monx>ver, Ihc article 
fakely implied, inferred and inMnualed that the plaintiff had violated lUte law and shown improper 
bvoiiikm in hk appoinUnenu, and nocemrily Icavei Ihe reader with the belief that the three 
appoinimcnu were made by die plaintiCf from aU poniUe buiinett leaden bi Virginia Beach rather 
than (ton a group of five TBA mcmben tdecicd by Ihc kxal Chamber of Commerce. The 
foregoing report wm dcXamatory and fakely and malickwaly characterised the plaintiff ai a penon 
with extreme bim and a lack of good faith in the excrckc of hk offkial dutiea and neccnarily 
concluded Ihat hk acliom lacked ihat degree of objectivity, impartiality and integrity for him te be 
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fit te be the Mayor of the diy and thai, even after having retired te private life, he thouki not enjoy

61. The aitide ako reported that Ihe Governor wouU decide Ihat day wfacAer te eertiy 
Ihe pUntiirs appuintmcnu, and, in fad, the Oovcmor on Ihat day, July 29, 1988, dU approve and 
ocit^ the appotnimenu. Notwi th sta n di n g thk knowledge, on August 2 and 3, 1988^ four day* aOcr 
die Govcmor't approval, TTic Beacon again published and reported the mklakea and defamaloiy 
Megatwn that the Govcnwr't EmpkiyMent and Traimng Department 'k quettiaring* Uw fMotUri 
dnee appotalMenU. Thk article (atlaehod m Exhibit 19) ^lin fakely impliei. Men and inainuatci 
Ihat dw plaindff had acted iMp ropcrly, ihowod iKiorilkm and vtolaiod die law by idoelkig dirae

good name against such maUcfous fakehoods or bcarii^ te dkgrace, humilialkin and cmudooal 
dklicH te himself and hk family Ihcy wouM naturaBy biii«. In their plain and natural meaning, 
supported by te context in which Ihcy appeared, dwy eonvcy to te reader te bkc in^lreMk» dwi 
te plaintiff had commblod oimes of moral turpitude; dwt ho wm guilty of improper and wrongful 
mkeonduct m a public official; dwt he had comipi moUvei; tet be lacked honesty, integrhy, 
credOiility and a eommiiment to te public intercM over hk pcnonal intcreiu; and tet ihcrefora 
he WM unfit to punuo hk professkm m an aUomey at law or to serve m a pufaUc official bearing 
te pubUe mat DefendaaU ako knew prior te hddng dwir acdom that they woukl effecdvely 
oqwae te ptaindff forever to hatred, dkguit, dkgraoe, contempt, ridkuki and publk bumi|iMkM, 
KOTO and cmbarrMimcnl, and tel such publkalioni woukl be repealed and rcpublkhed by penooi 
who read dwm or heard about Ihem, and tel gawip and nimon affecting te rqniUlkm and 
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standing of the plainiiff woukl naturally and prcnimatcly result dwrcfrom. In actuaHty. defendants, 
with puipotcful, deliberate and comciout motive. p uM k hnl te dcfamaloiy f ahr ho oih for but one 
reason: te tiander, libel and defame te plainlilT and damage him te Ihc fuUcit extent possMe both 
in hk feeling! and in hk reputadon. 

65. The aforesaid plan of dcfcndanu te damage te plaindff by publkhing for iU readenhip 
maGckMs bkchoods cooccrnii^ him unqucstiunabiy acMevcd iU intended effect The plaintiff 
suffciod greatly in hk good name and juit rcputatfon, caused by sutpickms being naturally raised 
about hk fiineu and worthiness m a person, an aiiamey at law, and m a public oCDciaL Moreover, 
te plainiiff and hk family were wrongfully caused ihrou^ te puMk humOiadon of te anwarance 
of such puUkhdonste suffer anpikh,grieC sues and meMaldkucn and pain. At of whkh wm 
kiloidonatly inflklcd upon te plaindff by te dcrcndanU. 

66. The pubUcaikms described above in Counu VII-XII, in pardcular, from their phun and

Indwir 
ptaki meami« dwy puHkly and proninendy accuse, chaifi and convey te aHofcdwr bko aad 
mkfcadii^ knpreasioa dwt te pWndff had commitied fcfanfoui arimei of moral tairpiuide: dwt ha 
wMdkhoncii aad had oorrupt modvoi: dwt he wh uafll toeiday a reputadon for iaiqrity and 

id dwt he WM therefore anOi to be te HifOt of te Oty of Vfagfada Beach, or a 
refittCkyConnel,artopracliDebkprofcmfcMMaasaterofteBar.

68. The fake and mkkading publktdom tet out in Oounu XIII-XVII, in partkular, not 
only were and are purposefully and knowingly insulting, mkkading, fake, libdous, and defawatoiy 
Bit Ift but ban dwu plain and natural import dwir primaiy purpoie wh te slander and lAd te 
plaindff by eieadng in te mkid of te reader the fake and misleading impccsskm ihat be wm gulHy 
of wroiqdaing in showing unfanvful and improper favoritkm te a powerful special faiterest group to 
teeacfoskM of odwr worthy ddxens. As weh dwy ipiiefuHy and vindicdvcly damaged te plaindff 
in hk good name and repoUUon m a fabmindcd and unbiased publk otlidal, and defeadanu knew 
dwgrwoidd 10 damage teplaintim Indeed, from dwir overall tenor and eompoiidan Ihe eonduihn 
k certain tel dwt wh te overriding intent and sok purpon of Ihe scries of artkles, mkI te oaiy 
reason dcfcndanu found te matter even newsworthy and deserving of front page Ireatnwat wh 
te damage dwy wouU do, and dkl do, to te ptainiilTi icpuUdon and fcdingi. Ai luch te 
pubHndom were awUdoui and purposefully exposed te plaintiff to hatred, dkgraee, ridieuk, aad 
puMk humiUatkm and scorn, and eauied emolkMal pain, suffering and angukh to hfanelf aad hk 
bmily, and te permanent impairment of hk good name, reputadon and itanding in te eoamunity. 

69. B{y te dcfendanu' abun of the privikgM of an endly protected under te Fbil 
Amendment and h a builneM engaged in publkhing news and Informalkw for te publie, and by 
intentkinally infiicdng exiremc emodonal dklreis upon te phiioliff and hk bmily through dwk 
eonduM m set out in Count XVIII, te defcndanU acted malidously, willfully, wantonly and 
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reckkssly. By diek repciitkius puUicatkm of fake and ddamaioiy material regarding te plaindff 
te dcfcndanu knew or thouU have known Ihat te natural consequence of teir conduct wouU be 
te cause severe mental and emotional pain apJ suffering, anguish and distreu to the plaindff and 
hk family. And. in fact, te iforesaU publicaiiont did caute such pain and suffering both at te 
dow te publications appeared and continuing te Ihe present lime, and such mental and emotnnal 
angukh and dklreu will continue indefinitely into te future. 

70. As a direct and proximate result of te iforemcndoncd wrongful conduct and 
pubikalions of te defendant, te plaintiff dkl sustain and suffer subsundal oconomk and pccuniaiy 
damage and k)M ui dial he hw been and will be deprived of earnings, foes, income and proflu bom 
hk profcwkwal pracdee m an idomey at law; that hk earning ability h an aUomey hw been and 
win he permanently dimintdwd and impaired; and tet he dkl odwtwke lutfcr and lusiain economk, 
Bawicial and pccuniaiy kNsa and will sustain further damage and kMS fai te future and 
permanently. 

71. The aforesaU pubHcadom in aH counU, in general, were but high poiau in te kmg, 
inecMant and unremiuing effort by te defcndanU te demean, malign and damage te repuutkw, 
good name and standing of te plaintiff by forsaking trudi and professional standards of journalism, 
utterly and aiMtrarfly disreganling and distorting facts, relying on gossip, rumor, manuhduiod newt 
and half truths, which in te typical can are more damaging dian cmnpfclc fakehoods, widihokiing 
any favorabk: pubUcadon regarding te record of posidve addevcmenu of te plaindff and favorabks 
comment regarding hk kadcnhip, aclkms and accompUshmcnU, and, in general, intcndonally 
deadly over a kmg period of dmc through dwse and odicr ptMicatkins Ihc (akc and mirieading 
impression in te mind of Landmark's readcrdiip tel Ibc jriaintiff wh unworthy of pubUc trust and 
confidence and unfit te enjoy a repuUlkw for inlcgrily, impanialily, effocdvenem and 
uncompromisbig dcvolkMi te Ihe publk hiteccst. Such pcnklcnt, unrelenting and unmiUgated abuse 
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of te plamdff by the dcfcndanu' bkc. tibckiut and malicious puUkaikMis caused te pbiotiO; aad 
hk fomOy h well, te suficr repealed and permanent enriwrraiMicnl, dkgrace, canicmpt, iiifmiHaikw. 
emodonal angukh and suffering, irrcparabk: and permanent ton lo hk good nanw and repuUlfon, 
and to have withheU from him forever the high publk esteem, regard and standa^ in te 
community te whkh be wm enlidod by rcaaon of hk dklmgukbod scivke m Mayor Md kading 
member of te Oty Council of te Ciiy of Vkgink Beadi.

research, wc know what they stand 
for, they're against anything to do 
with animals," Scylcr said. "I 
think the buyer knows what they 
are all about and how ineffective 
they are." 

Grandy refuted Seyler's 
comments. 

"It's ridiculous. It's not true. 
They like to say we're a totally 
vegetarian organization," Grandy 
said. "We're obviously not opposed 
to animal control. We kill 
millions of excess cats and dogs a 
year because we can't seem to stress 
the importance of control." 

Seyler goes so far as to say the 
practices of the animals rights 
people arc the ones that arc cruel. 

"I don't think people consider 
how cruel it is for animsils to not 
be harvested and overpopulate and 
then die a slow death because they 
have eaten all dieir food supply," 
Seyler said. "They don't want 
control of any animals. They play 
upon die sensationalism to get (Uie 
press) to write articles so Uiey can 
have all this publicity." , 

Grandy says the notion that 
trappers are "heros" who want to 
help animal populations is 
"outrageous". 

"They're out there to make 
money," he said. "They only trap 
animals whose fur is worthwhile. 
They would have you diink they're 
helping but they're only trying to 
help ihcmselves." 

Retailers put off questions of 
cruelly wilh the argument that most 
of their fur is from ranches, not 
trapped animals. 

"Eighty percent of tiie fur coats 
sold in the U.S. comes from 
ranched furs." said Riley. "These 
animals arc cared for extremely well 
because it reflects on die product." 

Riley said that if Uic animals 
were under extreme stress, "As 
HSUS would have people believe 
then, one - it would show up in 
their pelts and two - they wouldn't 
rqNXxluce, and of course it would be 
llisadvantageous for farmers if iheir 
/animals don't reproduce." 

The HSUS, in a booklet included 
in its campaign packet, says the 
main way farmed animals are killed 
is by breaking ihcir necks. 

"It is absolutely unu-uc," Riley 
'iaid. "TTicy arc put dowti the same 
way animals are put down in an 
animal shelter." 

Maloney, of Thalhimers, said 
that 98% of Uieir furs arc ranched 
and speaking for himself, not on 
behalf of die store, he said he 
thought that "generally the ranching 
business is not loo bad; they arc 
bred for that purpose," Maloney 
said. 

Seyler said die animal activists 
are extremists and don't put any 
money back into wildlife. 

"TTu^ don't put any money back 
into the wildlife preservation. I 
think you should see what they do 
with the money dicy raise. They've 
got people living in $100,000 
homes," Seyler said. 

Grandy's response to Uiat was: 
"We don't a^logize for our budget. 
We have major programs for 
animals, we teach animal control, 
we do zillions of things - that's 
where our money goes," he said, 
'^hat Uiey are bying to do is paint 
the anti-fur, anti-trapper group as 
violent activists. Wc arc absolutely 
not violent" 

"They're violent extremists," 
Riley countered. "We've had store 
windows shot out, twice with 
cu^omers inside; places have been 
torched." 

But Riley adds Uiat Uiey are such 
a small part of die populaticm diat 
Uicy re^ly have not affcxtcd die 
industry. 

"We haven't seen any impiK;t on 
fur sales." Riley said. "In fact, 
we're pleased with die growUi of die 
indusuy."

burg became a kind of outdoor museum. The restored colonial town is 
now a mecca for tourists wishing to step back into die 18Ui century and 
walk die p^s trod by our early pauiots. 

In 1927, under die State Commission on Conservation and Develop- 
ment die highway maricer program began to give motorists an "on die 
spot" history lesson. Widi die support of many Virginia historians. H. J. 
Eckenrode and his colleagues in die Commission's Department of History 
and Archaeotogy selected sites to be commemorated. 

Virginia's program of highway historical markers was die first in die 
nation, and a number of diem can be found in our city. There is die 
marker designating Old Donation Church and the site of Grace Sherwood's 
"ducking". Anodier marks die site of die Kempsville Skirmish while die 
First Landing and Lighdiouse of 1791 are die subjects of a maricer on 

Shore Drive. , .. i j 

The Cross and die Lighdiouse on die city seal remind us of diese land- 
marks of history. The cross marks the first landing of settlers on die na- 
tion's soil and die Cape Henry Ughdiouse was die first to be erected by die 
United States under die constitution. The city seal proclaims diat diese are 
"landmaiks of our nation's beginning". 

Our city owes a great debt to two distinguished citizen^, Sadie Scott 
Kellam and V. Hope Kellam. for preserving a great deal of local history, 
which odierwise might have been lost. TTiis couple collected pictures and 
recorded dieir research in a most valuable book. Old Houses in Princess 
Anne, Virginia, published in 1931. ^ 

Even widi dieir pioneer efforts, it was not until after Worid War II Uiat a 
concerted preservation effort was undertaken here. A group of citizens, 
concerned wiUi die rapid deterioration and destruction of historical sites, 
founded die Princess Anne County Historical Society in 1961. 

Two years later, the borough of Virginia Beach was merged with 
Princess Anne County and became die city of Virginia Beach. Though Uie 
name of die Historical Society has been changed to Princess Anne 
County/Virginia Beach Historical Society, die objectives have remained 
die same - to protect preserve and restore die remaining evidence of die 
priceless heritage of Uiis area. Today, die society owns and maintains Up- 
per Wolfsnare. 

The presCTvation movement gained momentum when private citizens and 
government leaders nationwide became increasingly alarmed at Uie rapidity 
widi which monuments to our nation's past were being destroyed. These 
concerns led in 1949 to die creation of die National Trust for Historic 
Preservation. 

Then followed publication in 1964 of God's Own Junkyard: The 
Planned Deterioration of America's Landscape by Peter Blake and Historic 
Preservation Today, produced by a National Tnist Seminar co-sponsored by 
Colonial Williamsburg and published in 1966. Then With Heritage So 
Rich was produced by a Special Committee appointed by die U.S. Confer- 
ence of Mayors. These books pointed out how we Americans were dese- 
crating die environment and slowly but surely eradicating our historical 

heritage. u oqk 

Twenty-two years ago this month, on October 15, 1966, die 89Ui 
Congress responded by passing die National Historic Preservation Act 
This PubUc Uw (89-665) directed die Secretary of die Interior to create a 
national list of what's wordi keeping in die United States, known as die 
National Register. The law spelled out diat diis list should include sites, 
buildings, objects, districts and structures significant in American history, 
architecture, archaeotogy and culture. These could be national, state or lo- 
cal in significance. 

Some have called the National Historic Preservation Act an- 
environmental act concerned widi what we might call "die cultural ecology 
of die nation". This act gave die historic preservation movement a giant 

duust forward. 

That same year, our state formally entered die area of historic j^raerva- 
tion when die General Assembly established die Virginia Historic Land- 
marks Commission. Its mission was to serve die public welfare duough 
die "perpetuation of diose structures and areas which have a close and im- 
mediate relationship to die values upon which diis State and Nation were 
founded". Thus, die commission embariced on a systematic survey of die 
state's histwic. architectural and archaeological resources. 

You may ask what our city has done or is (toing to preserve its heritage. 
Based on my years of experience on die Historical Review Board and atten- 
dance at national and state presa^ation seminars and conferences. I plan to 
comment on die city's progress in die field of historical preservation m fu- 
ture columns.

"We've done a tremendous 
amount of work on this," Jones 
added. 

Sacks said he is not sure when 
the trial date will be set. First, 
both parties must go through pre- 
trials, or discovery procedures, to 
subpeona all witnesses before the 
trial. Depending on the Circuit 
Court docket. Sacks said he "would 
think" the trial will take place next 
Spring or Summer. 

"It would be a lengthy one, a 
wedc or two," Sacks said. 

Jones has asked that a retired 
judge try the case. When the Hrst 
suit was filed, judges disqualified 
themselves because they knew 
Jones, Sacks said. The Supreme 
Court appointed a judge from 
Chesterfield County, and Sacks said 
the Supreme Court will "probably 
appoint the same judge." 

The articles that caused Jones to 
file suit against Landmark include 
one from August 14, 1985, where 
the article alleged that Jones acted 
on behalf of KogCT Properties Inc., 
when the company attempted to 
purchase a piece of land. The ar- 
ticle stated that Jones was guilty of 
a conflict of interest when he took a 
role in negotiating the deal. 

Another article from March 3, 
1987 falsely implied, according to 
the suit, that Jones asked the city's 
judges to appoint him to a 
$100,000 a year job while heading 
a committee studying a proposal for 
a new court builcUng. 

AccOTding to a published reprat. 
a follow-up article stated diat a 
confictential letter to Landmaric's at- 
torney from the Attorney General 
said Jones did tell Circuit Court 
judges that "his support ... hinged 
on their aiHX>intment of him to a 
lucrative c(»irt job." 

Jones' suit also lists a series of 
cartoons and editorials that added to 
the libel charges. 

Sacks filed the suit on behalf of 
Jones on Sept. 30 in the Virginia 
Beach circuit cleric's office. It was 
served on Oct 5 to Landmark. 
whKh has to file a response in the 
cterk's oflkc by Oct 26.

Although many adults appear apathetic about the coming presidential 
election, students in our public schools are excited about their participation 
in the "Election Connection." This project was developed by the instruc- 
tional specialists in Social Studies, and has been implemented by an en- 
thusiastk coordinator in every school. 

Whetho' the candidates for office receive rejection or selection by the 
well-informed young peq)ie in their mock election, the names of the 
noninees will long be remembered. The students have learned all about our 
political process through this hands-OT experience. Last week I went back 
to xhock as a speaker and former teacher md I too, received a civics lesson. 

On Monday I visited the Shelton Park tlemcntary School, whose 
cotwdinator is Barbara Sessoms. Arriving early for a talk on citizenship and 
flag etiquette afforded an opportunity to observe interesting bulletin boards, 
siKh as the one in the hall with pictures of all of the Presidents of the 
United States and the title. "Who's Next?" 

I thought you might enjoy knowing about some of the Election Con- 
iMsction activities going on in our schools. Since my first visit was to the 
Stetton Park Elementary, this column will focus on that school. 

Beveriey Lovelace's 2nd grade students were making posters and a 
sca^txsi^ of clippings about the prcsittential candidates. Peggy Simecmc's 
3rd graders wrote delightful essays on the subject, "If 1 were President." 
Mike Lina said he would leave all other presidents behind and be die best! 
Joey Mattox promised to stop pollutiai while Bias Ossont would help the 
twrnelcK. Ryan Unruh would put in tnott parks and playground areas ami 
give every pet a home. To make the world happier would be the aim of 
Brooke Powers if she becomes First Lady. 



One fourth grade teacher, Jan .Ambrose, is making donkey and 
elephant symbols in her classroom. Another fourth grade teacher, Nicholce 
West, taught her students how to make thumb prints to illusu^te their po- 
ems. She used this activity to discuss differences, stressing that each child 
is a unique and special Thumb body! 

I wish you could have seen these thumb print poems on her bulletin 
board.! especially liked dwse by Misty Krewina, Cyrell Cajulito, Tamara 
Samuel, Sommer Greei^, Fernando Lusina, Allen Hall, Michael Romero 
and Billy Segar. 

Making a flag bulletin board out of hand cut-outs in red and white col- 
ors was one project in Sally Flach's fifth grade class. Her students also 
wrote essays about what they would do as president, lyawnna Still would 
have bigger schools and icU stores to sell less alcohol. Joshua Crockett 
would throw away all nuctear arms and build new hrnies for the poor. Af- 
ter that, he would have a vacation in Hawaii! 

A healthier country would be the aim of Cara Mayberry. Ferny-Rose 
Lustina wants everyone to cooperate, be friends with each oUier and help 
the teacher. If Caryn Houston were president, there would be no guns in 
houses and only people wiUi a high school and college educatim could get 
a job. 
a job. 

The main program was held in the auditorium and begw at 1:30 p.m. 
After a few inutxluctory remarks, I asked Uie fifdi graders to tell me who 
was running for president cm the Democratic ticket. They shouted the right 
name, even pronouncing it correctly. Then the suth graders on cue pro- 
vided the name of the Republican cmdidate. 

No wonder these sixth grade students are so well informed. Their 
icachers.are devoting one day a week on a seven week unit, covering such 
topics as political cartoons, budget for a campaign, how to re«;h the vot- 
ers, levels of government, becoming a candidate, citizenship, media and 
|x>litics and election campaigns. 

The entire assembly quickly identified a parchment copy of the Consti- 
tution as the law of the land. Then wc discussed the need for rules at 

home, in the school and in the community. I told them they had many 
freedoms because they wwe American citizens, but b^:ause of their age, 
there were certain things dwy OMikl not do legally. 

First, I reminded ihe^i that white they might be iwribly disa^winted, 
they could not get married! This brought great laughter. "You cannot 



legally drive a car," I added. More laughter. "But, did you know you could 
fly an airplane if accompanied by a certified pilot?" Lots of smiles. 

They knew they could not vote in a real election until age 18, but 
they've been getting lots of practice. They recently voted in an SCA elec- 
tion and will soon vote in the mock presidential election to be held in ev- 
ery city school. 

Next, we discussed the Flag code and how to care for and respect the 
flag. After an explanation that an old worn flag should never be buried, one 
young lady said she had seen a flag on a casket. Wasn't it buried too? I 
w(Mider how many are unaware that such a flag is property folded and given 
to die next of kin. 

Last Wednesday, I talked with students from kindergarten to Uiird grade 
at Plaza Elementary, where KaUuyn Baxter serves as coordinator of the 
Election Connection project. During that program, two youngsters held up 
a replica of the "Betsy Ross Flag" with the twelve stars in a circle, and we 
talked about the history and symbolism of our flag. 

These children were also full of questions. They asked what would 
happen if someone accidentally drow)ed a flag or if the flagpole broke. One 
wondered if the flag should be left out in die rain, another thought it had to 
be brought in at night 

The Flag Code was revised by Act of Congress in July, 1976. to allow 
a flag to be flown in inclement weather as long as it was an all-weadier 
flag. For years it was a universal custom to display die flag only from 
sunrise to sunaL However, a flag may now be displayed night and day if 
properly illuminated during the hours of darkness. 

Odier schools Uiat 1 will be visiting and Uie names of their coordinators 
follow. Bayside Elementary, Linda Barnes; Independence Junior, Louise 
Ruesche and Wanda Vannoy; Windsor Woods, Cindy Riesenbery; North 
Landing Elementary, TrsKiy Ambrose; and Alanton Elementary, Beveriy 
Anderson. 

On Tuesday, Oct 25, Uie students will have the fun of marking ballots 
in the mock election. Ttw younger children will have symbols of donkey 
and an elephant to make their choices easier. Citizens may join the fun by 
tuning in to Channel 28 Uiat day to hear the results. 

Wc hear so miKh bad news, it is refreshing to be able to report that our 
city has dedicate le«;hers and into^ted audents. The Virginia Beach Pub- 
lic Schools have rcnderal a great service by sponsoring this project. I am 
confident Uiat in the future Uiese young people will belter understand the 
impoftance to democracy of participating in elecUons.
